All years are lean years for the 
great majority of the people. of 
America under the beneficent work¬ 
ings of the capitalist system of 
plunder, as the government statis¬ 
tics show. But the people do not 
need government statistics. Their 
living tells them the story . 

As long as the people tolerate 
private ownership of the mines, 
just so long will we have mining 
disasters that arc simply hellish. 
Private profit is not likely to ex¬ 
pend a single penny in safeguarding 
the lives of the luckless workers 
that it does not actually have to, 

The Texas legislature has been 
investigating the penal institutions 
of that state. Thus far the investi¬ 
gation has developed the fact that 
fiftv convicts have been killed by 
cruelties and whippings in a pc 
riod of three years. The commis¬ 
sion found authenticated cases of 
over 400 whippings with leather 
straps two feet long and three 
inches wide. Who were the worse 
criminals, the men locked up, or 
the men who held them captive? 

Capitalists do not appreciate their 
sna|> in this country, nor thank the 
working class for their docility. If 
460 men and boys hail been en¬ 
tombed, suffocated, roasted, and 
drowned in a mine iu Europe, tltc 
European workingmen would have 
been up in arms over it. Here half 
the workingmen have not given the 
horror a thought. It will be for¬ 
gotten in “nine days" and the next 
horror will come m due time, and 
others after it 

Capitalistic reform journals feel 
quite well satisfied with the New 
York election.

A voting woman died’ the other 
dav in the Milwaukee county hos¬ 
pital whose death was a mercy. It 
was not from Sickness tliat death 
mercifully delivered her, but from | 
a life of economic torment such as| 
is lived by a good many working¬ 
men’s wives. Her husband died oi 
a lingering disease and while a 
good ami industrious mechanic 
while he could work steadily, had 
laid by nothing, being lucky indeed 
to meet the ftxxl and coal and rent, 
and clothing bills from his wages. 

The drudgery and the heroism 
of this little sad-faced woman who 
has just died would have melted a 
heart of stone—but the world is 
too busy to know of such cases, 
plentiful though they are. 

And so her death was a mercy— 
to her. She left a world that is 
inhospitable to her class, a rotten 
world that only Social-Democracy 
can redeem. 

After gloating over the clerical 
execution of Ferrer in Spain, like 
true" follower of the gentle 
Jesus, Archbishop Glcnnon of St. 
Louis, said the following: 

Socialism, and 1 am speaking 
now of the Socialism of Europe, 
and the Onirch are diametrically 
opposed, because Socialism, partic¬ 
ularly tlie Socialsm of Europe, is 
opposed to all the principles for 
which the Church stands. I wish, 
however, to discriminate between 
American and European Socialism. 
American Socialism treats largely 
of economic problems. It does not 
reject, neither does it accept those 
features of Socialism grouped un¬ 
der moral and religious heads, 
which were included by its founders 
and creators." 

Lest it be supposed that the 
archbishop is trying in the above 
to throw a bouquet to the American 
Socialists it must be mentioned that 
he follows it up with a claim that 
the American Socialists stand for 
immorality and the downfall of the 
family fireside even though they 
think they do not. 

They stand for it, he says, be¬ 
cause that sort of thing is really a 
part of Socialism, the Socialists to 
the contrary, notwithstanding. 

Of course, this is all rot, and it 
may be added that there is a grow¬ 
ing number of Catholic people who 
are disgusted with these priestly at¬ 
tempts to besmirch those who are 
battling to rescue humanity from 
the unnumbered immoralities of the 
capitalist s ystem. _ 

If the people are content to exist 
under the capitalist system they 
must expect to pay the price.

Last Thursday the .St. Paul mine at Uherr. 11!.. exploded and entombed 41x1 miners .VO feet in 
the bowels of the earth. Mam of ihcm are hoy- under age. To save the property the workers were 
sealed up,by closing the entrance. Effort- at rescue were unavailing. 

Later, water was poured in to smother the flame-—and drown those who were still alive. 

The bodies are still in the mine and the stele in-pectors are investigating. But the miner- union, 
fearing a whitewash, has begun its own secrets investigation, ate 1 with startling results. I lie ■nine was 
a death-trap. , 

Human life was held chcatier than safclyjappliance*. Dangerous open torches were u«eil m the 
inflammable mine because the electric current lid Leu out of order for fwo weeks. None of the stale 
laws had been complied with. The union will, demand that the mine owners lie indicted. 

The horror of a mine turned into a.death-trap, and the unconcern of the average capitalist_ own¬ 
ers, intent 011 profits, is well set forth in the folios.ing remarkable sketch by May Beals, the gifted Social¬ 
ist writer, and this seems a profitable time to reproduce it:

Socialism at the American Federation of Labor 


The convention of the American 
Federation of Labor, now in ses¬ 
sion at Toronto, but which may he 
switched to Washington for its 
final session, is rather more remark¬ 
able than those that liave preceded 
it in latter years, because of the 
amount of Socialistic sentiment that 
come# to the surface. Socialism, so 
far as Gompers and the other Civic 
Federation members can make it so, 
is taboo in the federation con¬ 
ventions, but each recurring con¬ 
vention sees more red rags waved 
in the face of the Beimontizcd bo¬ 
vine. And such is the stress of the 
times and the inevitablencss of So¬ 
cialist thought that even Gompers. 
fresh from his disappointing expe¬ 
riences abroad, lias had to yield a 
point or two in collectivist prin¬ 
ciples, while still making faces at 
the Socialists individually.

What Governs Prices ?—Whcr- 
xv rr virtually free competition 
among hovers and among sellers 
prevails, we observe that the price 
of any commodity ordinarily oscil¬ 
lates about a certain point, now ris¬ 
ing coostderahly above it, now fall¬ 
ing considerably' below it, but al¬ 
ways tending to come down toward 
that point when it has gone above 
and to come up toward it when it 
has gone befow. Why this alter¬ 


nate upward and downward move¬ 
ment of prices about a median 
point, instead of an indtfinitelv'con- 
tinued rise and fall? By answering 
this question we shall approach the 
statement of the law of value, for 
the value of a commodity is that 
ideal price toward which Us actual 
prices are always attracted (under 
competition) by tbe opposition of 
the forces which tend to raise or 
lower them. For instance, the 
price of a certain grade of cloth 
during a considerable period varies 
generally from iff to 22 oents a 


yard, sometimes going even a little 
higher or lower, but always tending 
toward a level of 20 cents a yard. 
We say, then, that 20 cents a yard 
is the value of this cloth. But what 
makes its value 20 cents instead of 
10 cents of $1 or any other figure? 

Supply and Demand.—Wc are 
often toid that prices are governed 
by supply and demand. This is 
true. But it is also true that sup¬ 
ply and demand are governed by 
the prices. 

It Is true that—

“We come from a country that I 
think may claim to lave set some 
example to the workers of the world 
in trades union organizations. (>nc 
of our largest organized bodies la- 
recently celebrated its one hun¬ 
dredth birthday. Our unions arc 
perhaps too many; we lave over a 
thousand separate organizations. 1 
would mucil prefer to see fewer 
unions among the wage workers of 
our country. Tlie tendencies and 
the steps taken in tltc past few 
years have, Itowcvcr, greatly di¬ 
minished the difficulties that existed 
between one trade and another in 
former day*. These unions sub¬ 
scribe in dues more than $12,000.- 
000 per y ear, and the reserve fund* 
of these unions exceed at present 
$.30,000,000. 

"Some ten years .ago our Trades 
Congress called together a large 
convention of tlie trades uuions and 
of the Socialist bodies. I cannot 
make anv safe affusion to the posi¬ 
tion of Sorialists in your country 
because I am little informed; hut 1 
can. without risk, tell you of our 
own.

Hie -tcel trust, therefore, lias a 
capita! more than seven lime- a* 
large as that of this German liatik. 
And the -tvcl trust is only one of 
.320 trusts. 

"Older and more powerful titan 
the steel trust is the Standard Oil 
company, whose head, John D. 
Rockefeller is reputed to bo the 
richest man in the world. Iu pass¬ 
ing let me remark, that I find 
here Mr. Rockefeller i- -tqi- 
pnsed to lx' a lew. Rocke¬ 
feller would lie not a little a— 
tonislied at thi-. for lie is a main 
pillar oi the Bapti-t Glttrclt in 
\merica. Recently he gave thirty 
ttillion dollar- to mission*. Rocke¬ 
feller. moreov er, founded a univer- 
ity in Chicago with the apparent 
purpose of falsifying science in the 
interests of great-capitalistic soci- 
tv, as the labor pre-s rightly 
barged. However, ill many ca-e- 
he ha- accompli-hctl just the con¬ 
trary, for many professors have 
lx-en dismissed hecausc they have 
hlo-somed out as intellectual Ssx'ial- 
i-t-. Bv the wav, there arc altm»t 
no Jews among the trust magnates 
in Nnurica. Among the American 
Linkers there are only a very few, 
Mr. Jacob Schiff of the firm of 
Kuchn, I-ocb & Company, and at 
most one or tvyo others. Tlie plu¬ 
tocrats anil big capitalists of Amer¬ 
ica are almost exclusively Anglo- 
Americans. * * “ 

"The reverse of the medal, tin 
•titer side of this miglttv wealth, is 
the terrible poverty of a large part 
f our population. * * * 

“The recklessness of the exploit¬ 
ers in no country in the world is so 
great a- in America. Little is 
known there of laws protecting la- 
Ixir, -till less of workingmen's in- 
-urancc. In America a million per¬ 
son- are annually killed or injured 
in the factories. The railroad* 
every year kill or injure about a 
quarter of a million people. 

"1 toll von all thfs. tlwttgh tlie 
picture may he unpleasant, to give 
y ou an idea how the lump* of gold 
look whirlt the European yvorking- 
tneit can pick up on the street when 
thev come to America. * » • 
“Another evil, which is known in 
no other civilized country in the 
world, is our courts, csjtecially the 
federal courts. These play a part 
with us such as belongs to no other 
courts ill the ryofl'd. 

"In America the courts have to 
decide whether a law passed bv a 
legislature or liv congrc-s is or is 
not according to the constitution of 
the country or the respective state. 
The United Stales con-ist of forty- 
six states, each having its own con- 
•titution. Since our national con-

18 cents—manufacturers find it not 
very profitable to turn out -uclt 
cloth, and reduce their output; at 
the same time intrclusers are 
tempted hy the low price and buy 
larger quantities. These forces, re 
suiting from the lowness of the 
price, cause the price to go up 
again. On the other hand, if the 
market is unusually ill supplied 
with this grade of cloth, or if the 
demand i*' larger than u«ual, the 
price will go up-^-say to 22 cents. 
At this rate it is highly profitable to 
manufacture such cloth, mills are 
run overtime, and tlie -upply is in¬ 
creased : at tlie same time purchas¬ 
ers ye deterred by the high price 
and buy less. This increase of sup¬ 
ply and reduction of demand, re¬ 
sulting from the highness of the 
price, causes the price to go down 


again. Tlie higher the price goes, 
the greater’lire the force* called 
into play tending to pull it down 
again: the lower tlie price goes, 
the greater are the forces called 
into play tending to drive it up 
again. 

The law of -upply and demand, 
thus fully stated, explains the mo¬ 
dus operand' of the continual oscila- 
tiou of prices above and below val¬ 
ue. But it doe* not explain the fixa¬ 
tion of value it-elf. 

The Taw of Value.—Wc lave 
seen last w>ek that the amount of j 
value in a commodity iriu-t depend, 
not 011 ^it* utility, but on the diffi¬ 
culty of obtaining it. But in a so¬ 
ciety like yiurs, where the vast in- 
dnstrial pl*nt is always ready to 
adjust supply to demand, it is evi¬ 


dent that the difficulty of obtaining 
anv commodity resolve# itself into 
a question of cost of production. 

This is confirmed by the observa¬ 
tion that every invention which re¬ 
duces the amount of labor ne.es- 
-arv to produce a certain kind of 
good* rc-ttlts in a permanent re¬ 
duction of their price : ami a |x-r- 
manent reduction of price i- a re¬ 
duction of value. 

From the study of thc.-e fact- the 
old economists, especially Davhl 
Ricardo, formulated a law of Value 
which has -tood the test of time 
nd which Karl Marx made the 
Iasi* of hi- >>*tem of economic the¬ 
ory. Wc nitty state it as follow#: 

The value of a commodity at any 
given time i- proportionate to the 
amount nf labor necessary to pro-

Or suppose there are two papers in a town ami a rival paper is 
started What will happen?- 

The new paper may l>e a much better patter than the old ones, but 
unless its proprietor is a rich man it cannot live. Why? 

Because there is such a thing as a boycott. The proprietors of the 
established pafiers will send around to the news-agents and'say, "If 
you sell the Comet I will take away the agency for the For Horn,” 
and “If you sell the Comet I shall get fresh agents for the \Velsher.” 

Now suppose the agent is poor, as most agents are, and supjtose 
he is selling both tliose papers and clearing ten dollars a week on the 
sale. Is it likely that lie will risk t!ic ten dollars for the sake of selling 
a good paper which may not pay him one dollar, or may not not live 
a month? 

Do vou call that agent a free agent? Do you mean to say that 
the wotild-be proprietor of the Comet i> a free man. or that he call do 
what work he pleases ? 

Under present conditions, rascality and money fin always over¬ 
reach honcstv and brains. 

I am not talking fine-spun theory now. like that of Robert Inger- 
soll. 1 am telling you facts and arguing from experience. 

Talk about slavery! Freedom of contract! Under vottr much- 
glorified freedom of contract. HOW MANY CONTRACTS ARK 
FREELY M *DE? Under your vaunted liberty of the individual, 
how many individuals have any liberty at all? 

At this present day in this fine country the bulk of the people arc 
slaves. 'Hie)- arc slaves not to a wise, beneficent, and |x>pular govern¬ 
ment, hut to a ring of greedy, grasping fools; a coterie of rich lurlia- 
rians—who would boil down the last nightingale if they thought his 
bones would serve to dye yarn; who would ciioke up the last well if 
they had no place handy in which to shoot their alkali dust, and would 
cover the last rood of sward with ashes, if they thought there was no 
hope of grinding the said ashes with sewer slime to make mortar for 
the people's houses. “Can anv one imagine a despotism more ter¬ 
rible" than the regulation of work by government? I think so. I 
think I could find it. But 1 liavc no need to look. See; it is here, 
ready to my hand—a letter from a British workman. 

It is here, in a letter, long kept by me. a sample of many I con¬ 
stantly receive: 

If you can see your way 10 give us poor devils of silk dyers a wool or 
two I am sure it would do us good. We work longer hours than any 
others in the trade in liugl.ind. get less wages, and. lor our lives, or rather 
our situations, dare not openly belong to a union. If wc strike—as we did 
last summer—pressure is brought upon us by our wives and children 
(nearly all of whom have to work) being dismissed from ihcir situations. 
If we write to the l.eek Times—the best friend we pt-ir dyers ever had— 
we are afraid to sign our names; and if we have a meeting it has to be 
kept a dead secret. In fact, it is not worth living to work under such cir¬ 
cumstances, and a- far as 1 can see the irnly union we shall ever get will 
l>c the union workhouse, and many of us are half way there now. Give 
us a word to strengthen the fearful and encourage the weak. Sometnaly 
must help us We cannot help ourselves. We have liven down -o long 
that we don’t know how to get up. 

I'. S.—For God's sake si 1 > not mention my name. 

For God's sake, do not mention my name. What? It is no crime 
to write to a pressman and sav. “I am not happy." or "I am ill-paid.” 
It is not against the law to sav. “We have no union.” If a man trem¬ 
ble* to hear his own name given with his own true statements, what 
becomes of the sacred “liberty of the individual?" Is this your liberty, 
then? Is this the liberty we “cannot sacrifice for anv comfort?" Arc 
these the noble aspirations and glorious ambitions that Socialism would 
trample out of life? Is this free England's free choice? When a free 
man fears to speak his own name? Surely there is some despotism 
even now extant. 

But Mr. Ingersoll savs. “The human race cannot afford to sell 
its liberty for any possible comfort." 1 have. I think, said enough to 
satisfy you that the human race has no liberty to sell. Iiut I don't want 
you to supitose that Socialism is nothing nobler than a desire for com¬ 
fort. We want better things than comfort. Wc want freedom anil 
justice, anil honor and education. Your individualist and utilitarian 
arc the disciples of comfort. To their comfort and to their luxury 
all that is hc.-l and sweetest in the lives of the ]*x>r is sacrificed. 
They imagine that so king as the worker has enough to cat and drink 
lie lias afl Fuat lie requires. The comfort they wot of is the comfort 
of the hog—an overfed stomach, a bed of straw , and a close and filthy 
site. We Socialists ask that the people shall lie held as something 
better than hogs. Wc a-k that they shall Ik- treated as men and women 
—and to men and women comfort is not the fulfillment of life. 

The people need more than wages. They need leisure. They 
need culture. They need humane anti rational amusement. They 
need the chance to exerciss- those "splendid ambitions and aspirations" 
about which our critic is eloquent. _ 

I want to know vvhv the collier anti the weaver and tlu- railway 
drudge anil the silk dver should lx- doomed lo a dull and brutish round 
of labor—1 will not call it work—»tid grt-asv stew, and bad licer, ami 
straw mattress, and filthy slum? Iwant lo know whv the yahoo yelp¬ 
ing of the free and easy should lx considered recreation; and why the 
promotion to a head slutntership at $5 should lie counted as high 
enough ambition ? Tell me. why should not the best tliat art, and sci¬ 
ence and literature, and music, anil poetry, ami the drama can do lie 
placed at tlte disposal of the humblest workers? Whv should not the 
factory girl he an educated lady ? Why should the collier not be a 
cultured gentleman? 

The answer is "capitalism!" The exigencies of capitalism grind 
these ticople down, rob them of rest, of energy, of health, of food, of 
time—>0 that they have neither heart nor mind nor opportunity to 
become aught hut drudges. Talk about "splendid ambitions anti aspi¬ 
rations!" Such thing- now arc for the fortunate few; hut we want 
them for the many. 


The Public.

Junction plan" of commission gov¬ 
ernment for cities was pul to the 
le-t at the munici|>a! election on the 
-*d in Grand Junction. Colorado. 
This is the first actual experiment in 
preferential voting in the United 
States, and it appears to liavc been 
completely satisfactory. 

Under the recent "home-made" 
charter of Grand Junction, candi¬ 
dates are nominated bv petition 
only. Primaries have no official 
recognition. The number of candi¬ 
date- thus nominated were six for 
commissioner of public affairs (the 
head tif the commission, or mayor), 
one for commissioner of water and 
sewers, two for commissioner of 
finance and supplies, five for com¬ 
missioner of highways, and three 
for commissioner of health -nd civic 
beaut v. The nominees Included 
Democrats, Republicans and Social¬ 
ists. but no party designations ap¬ 


peared on the ballot. The arrang¬ 
ing of names was alphabetical. In 
the campaign the issue was over 
the charter plait itself, and it was 
hotly fought. J Charter advocates 
campaigned not ftyt-a particular can¬ 
didate, hut for all the candidates 
who favored the Ha" i and this in¬ 
volved their supjtorting. for mayor, 
for instance, a Social:-t as well as a 
Democrat. F.adt voter had a first, 
second ami third choice for each 
office. 

In the outcome, an anti-charter 
man, a Republican, had a plurality 
for mayor on first choice hut not a 
majority, and a Democratic iro- 
cliarter man was do - behind him, 
a Socialist being eltir 1 on the first 
ciioice vote. It became necessary to 
have recourse not only to the sec¬ 
ond choice vote* bn: to the third 
choice to determine the election for 
mayor, which was determined in 
favor of Thomas M. Kidd, the So¬ 
cialist.

(>n behalf of the city government 
of Toronto, his worship. Mayor 
(diver, bid the delegates welcome 
to the citv.

Tlwn followed a short aildress of 
Dr. I. O. Reamnc. minister oi pub¬ 
lic works ior the province oi Onta¬ 
rio. His address was a vast im¬ 
provement on that of Mayor Oliver. 
President Clocking of the Canadian 
Trade? ami Labor Congress, fob | 
lowed, and then followed the rcixirt 
of the committee on credentials, of 
which Delegate McKee was tbe 
chairman. He reiiorteil that the 
committee liad examined the cre¬ 
dentials of 311 delegates, represent¬ 
ing 87 international and tutional 
unions, at state brandies. <ji ccti-j 
tral billies, 17 l.Kal trades and fed-1 
oral unions aud 7 fraternal delegates 
and recommended that all he seated 
\vith the exception of such unions 
wl» had not paid up their required 
amount of tier capita tax. or those 
who liad violated section 1. article 
-XI of the constitution of the Amer¬ 
ican Federation of T-abor. Amongst 
these latter were the trades and la- 
hor councils of Dplxiis. Davcti|xirl, 
Cedar Rapids. Iowa; Detroit, 
Mich.: i'.inuingfiam. Ala.; Iamja. 
11 a.; London, Ont., and St. Paul, 
Minn. The credentials for James 
I. Reid, from the Eric. Pa., Central 
labor Union, were also ’’.fused. 
Brother Reid is a mmiiier of the 
I "seceding" faction of the Electrical 
Workers. The committee refused 
to accept the credentials and based 
their arguments for not doing so on 
section 5. article 4, of the consti¬ 
tution. 

Delegate Brother Eagen of the 
State Federation of (>hio. was also 
refused a seat in convention on ac¬ 
count of having violated section 1, 
article XI, of the constitution. 

The annual report of President 
Samuel Gompers look him all aft¬ 
ernoon to deliver. Sammy may not 
love the Socialists, but glancing 
through his report one will notice 
THAT HF. IS GETTING WISE, 
for lie will either liavc to stand for 
radical and progressive legislation 
or get off the throne. His message 
deals with old age pensions, free 
text-books for the children, free 
schools, condemnation of the judi¬ 
ciary of the country, the right of 
free s|ieech and free press, and con¬ 
demnation of czarism, and the anti¬ 
trust law. He also had a kind word 
for industrial education and various 
other demands so necessary for hu¬ 
man progress at this time. 

In hearing his report you ivould 
scarcely have believed him the same 
Gompers of the past—but Sammy 
is a shrewd politician, a cunning 
man when it comes to wire pulling, 
and he knows just what may be ex¬ 
pected if he doesn’t wake up. He is 
no fool and it did not take me long 
to realize that after I had studied 
him a short time. 

Tuesday was taken up in thi re¬ 
port of the executive board, and 
the appointment of the committees. 
The executive board's annual re¬ 
port was a sort of wishy-washy af¬ 
fair, dealing to no small extent with 
what had already been reported in 
the president's annual report the 
ilay previous. 

As to the appointment of commit¬ 
tees. well, that't great! It is no 
wonder that some of the delegates 
believe that the leading committees 
should be appointed from the floor. 
Why, the committee on resolutions, 
laws, etc., etc.—well, the less said 
about them the better! It is fair 
to expect at this rate that Demo¬ 
cracy will sootier or later go to h—1 
in the American Federation of La¬ 
bor. However, the time is not far 
distant when s imcthing will drop. 

I can see plenty of trouble ahead 
for the Reid faction n: the Electrical 
Workers' dual organization fight. T 
have it from good authority that 
one of tlte officers of the American 
Federation of I-abur has openlv 
stated that the fact that they were 
Socialists was sufficient to wipe 
them ont. The Reid faction is 
composed of the progressive wing 
of the Electrical Workers. 

There will also be a lively time 
lierc amongst the Boot and Shoe 
Workers against the United Shoe 
Worker-, of America, where prac¬ 
tically the same reason? for trouble 
will h- „.cen a? in the Electrical 
Workers' case.
